These ttatements canno t he so v tafned by farts 
o r figures. They arc assumptio ns as to what may 
happen by 1 9 70. 
One speaker. I can no lo nger 
recall who it was. made a po int that altho ugh we 
are the greatest manufacturing natio n o n Earth. 
So v iet Russia beat us to the Sputnik. But what is 
the reco rd to day ? Are we no t ahead o f Russia in 
actual acco mplishment In missiles. ro ckeU and 
ato mic submarines? 


Much was mad e of the rate of growth. If Ghan a 
wen t Ul for steel prod uction , its rate of growth would 
be greater than that of the Un ited States an d greater 
than that of an y coun try in Europe, in clud in g Soviet 
Rus.sia 
Starun g at zero, if they prod uced 100 toas of 
steel a year, they would have a rate of growth of 100 
per cen t. For the Un ited States to show a sim ilar rate 
of growth, we should probably have to prod uce about 
250,000.000 ton s of steel a year. 
The rate of growth in volves man y factor.", some 
of which are to be mad e more complicated if the whole 
of the Democratic platform is to be implemen ted as. 
of course, it can n ot he. The travail of even ts m<?ies 
too swiftly an d the Ru."sian s make as man y errors 
as we d o. an d they make them for the sam e reason 
that we d o. n amely, that the pressures are so n umerous 
an d so con stan t that it is impossible always to fin d 
the exact solution . 
John Ken n ed y will face this d if- 
iiculty as Richard Nixon will face it. 
For example. I have come across an article by 
Professor Ken n eth V. Lottich. published m “The Sud e­ 
ten Bulletin tin Mun ch).“ in which he calls Berlm. 
Stalin ’s greatest blun d er 
In the West, we have gen ­ 
erally held that Berlin was an American error, that 
we agreed to hold part ot a city without an asaired - 
en tran ce or exit 
We have held that thk" errw has 
turn ed out to be very expen .sive to us, in the cost, for 
example, of the Berlin airlift an d the n ecessity of 
mamtain in g large n umbers of troops, etc 
But Pro­ 
fessor Lottich puts up a very good argumen t tor his 
sid e of the case 
He *ays- 
“ From the Soviet slan d pomt a tactical error in 
geopolitics occurred at Berlin — an error of the first 
magn itud e 
The free world gain ed an outpost, a show­ 
case, as it were, well behin d the Curtain . 


“ While this much is easily reco gnized (and a 
great deal is said abo ut it) it Is the reality that 
seemingly escapes the West. Only the illusio n that 
So v iet o ccupatio n o f Germany is tempo rary can 
acco unt fo r this quirk in British and American 
thinking. The So v iet fro ntier in fact, as well as the 
fictio n 
o f Peo ple’s 
Go v ernments 
in 
Germany , 
Po land, et al, lies at the Elbe rather than 
at the 
Oder-Neisse o r Curzo n Line.’’ 


Lottich further calls atten tion to the fact that 
Soviet Russia has mad e man y attempts to correct this 
error. 
The so-called “captive n atioa"" are all coun ­ 
tries which for cen turies related to German y an d 
even more particularly to .Austria. Lottich says* 
“ Allied con trol in West Berlin may well be the key 
to estoppel of Commun ist aggression in cen tral Europe. 
Certain ly it is this Western foothold in Berlin that 
blun L" the Soviet thrust westward . 
‘The Red Army, 
en tren ched in the n orth (German plain with solid bases 
in Polan d , poin ts its sword toward s Western Europe,’ ’’ 
This is a n ovel poin t of view but it is worthy of 
con sid eration . Sometimes the sm artest men outsmart 
themselves. 


Perhaps the best ex ample o f that is Khrush­ 
chev ’s attempt at interv entian in American po litics. 
Thus far. no bo dy who is ev en suspected o f being 
{» referred by Khrushchev has had a chance. The 
suspicio n that Adlai Stev enso n has fo und fav o r in 
the Russian’s ey es hag hurt Stev enso n, altho ugh 
he was no t taken serio usly as a candidate in 1 9 6 0. 
If Khrushchev sho uld co ntinue to try to influence 
the electio n, he will guarantee the cho ice o f Richard 
Nix o n. 


Erro rs o f this so rt alway s o ccur in histo ry . Per­ 
fectio n IS Ul Heav en and the mo st that can be said 
abo ut mo rtals is that they do the best they kno w ho w.

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Powers Trial 
And Brainwashing 


The Soviet Union has finally announced the 
date of the spy trial of Francis Gary Powers, the 
V 2 pilot whose plane was brought down May I. 
No doubt this will he another big Soviet show 
trial 
Meanwhile, what has become of Powers*’ In 
the announcement of his capture Khrushchev 
said he had 
confesvsed. 
but Powers had not 
been paraded at a press conference, suggesting 
that his 
confession 
was not considered satis­ 
factory bv the reds. 
By now. if Soviet brainwash techniques have 
had their usual effect, there s no telling to what 
Powers may have ‘ confessed " Successful brain­ 
washing of a man held incommunicado can break 
down his personality, destroy all contacttwith 
reality so that he is genuinely unable to dis­ 
tinguish fact from fiction, turn him into a 
pathetic, bewildered frightened individual 
There has been lime for it 
In most cases 
where brainwashing has bren entirely success­ 
ful. it has taken about IO weeks — 70 days of 
drugs, of bright lights and sleeplessness, of 
irrationally alternating rewards and punish­ 
ments, of imposed guilt, of solitary confinement 
and isolation from all contacts except with his 
captors, or irregular feeding and miscellaneous 
tortures and torments. 
The announcement that Powers will be tried 
next month came 76 days after his capture. 
If brainwashing were the only crime that 
could fairly be attributed to the communists, it 
would be enough to earn them the loathing of 
•very civilized and humane individual.

Perfection Is In Heaven 


At the Democratic Convention, too much wa* made 
of the perfections of Soviet Russia 
The impression 
v» as given that the Democrats really believe tnat Soviet 
Russia has taken first place in the world—particularly 
lr production—and that the United States has become 
a second ranking nauon. 


These statements cannat b© sustained bv farts 


or figures. They are assumptions as to what may 
happen by 1970, 
One speaker, I ran no longer 


recall who it was, made a point that although we 
are the greatest manufarturing nation on Earth 
Soviet Russia heat us to the Sputnik. Rut what is 
the rernrd today? Are we not ahead of Russia in 
artual accomplishment in missiles, rockets and 
atomic submarines? 


Much was made of the rate of growth. If Ghana 
went rn for steel production its rate of growth would 
be greater than that of the United States and greater 
than that of any country in Europe, including Soviet 
Russia 
Starting at zero. if they produced IOO tons of 
steel a year, they would have a rate of growth of IOO 
per cent. For the United States to show a similar rate 
of growth we should probably have to produce about 
250 000.000 tons of steel a year 
The rate of growth involves many factors, some 
of which are to be made more complicated if the whole 
of the Democratic platform is to be implemented as, 
of course it cannot be 
The travail of events mc'es 
too swiftly and the Russians make 
many errors 
as we dn and they make them for the same reason 
that we do. namely, that the pressures are so numerous 
and so constant that it is impossible always to find 
the exact solution 
John Kennedy will face this dif­ 
ficulty as Richard Nixon will face it. 
For example. I have come across an article by 
Professor Kenneth V. Lottich. published rn ‘ The Sude­ 
ten Bulletin Gn Munch1. ’ rn which he calls Berlin, 
Stalin s greatest blunder 
In the West. we have gen­ 
erally held that Berlin was an American error, that 
we agreed to hold part of a city without an assured 
entrance or exit 
We have held that this error has 
turned out to be very expensive to us. in the cost, for 
example, of the Berlin airlift and the necessity of 
maintaining large numbers of troops, etc 
But Pro­ 
fessor Lottich puts up a very good argument for his 
side of the case 
He says 
“ From the Soviet standpoint a tactical error in 
geopolitics occurred at Berlin — an error of the first 
magnitude 
The free world gained an outpost, a show­ 
case, as it were, well behind the Curtain 


"W hile thie much is easily recognized (and a 


great deal is said about ill it is the reality that 
seemingly escape* the West. Only the illusion that 
Soviet occupation of Germany is temporary can 
account for this quirk in British and American 
thinking. The Soviet frontier in la d . as well as the 
fiction 
of 
People’s 
Governments 
in 
Germany, 


Poland, et a1, lies at the Elbe rather than at the 
Oder Neisse or Curran Line.” 


Lottich further calls attention to the fact that 
Bov let Russia has made many attempts to correct this 
error. The so-called "captive nations 
are all coun­ 
ties which for centuries related to Germany and 
even more particularly to Austria 
Lottich says 
“ Allied control in West Berlin may well be the key 
to estoppel of Communist aggression in central Europe 
Certainly it us this Western foothold in Berlin that 
blunts the Soviet thrust westward 
’The Red Army. 
entrenched in the north German plain with solid bases 
in Poland, points its sword towards Western Europe 
This is a novel point of view but it is worthy of 
consideration. Sometimes the smartest men outsmart 
themselves. 


^ 
Perhaps the hest example of that is Khrush- 


| 
chev's attempt at intervention in American politics. 
Thus far. nobody who is even suspected of being 
preferred by Khrushchev has had a chance. The 
suspicion that Adlai Stevenson has found favor in 
the Russian's eyes has hurt .Stevenson, although 
he was not taken seriously as a candidate in I 960 
If Khrushchev should continue to try to influence 
the election, he will guarantee the choice of Richard 
Nixon
